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Mr, Chairman, Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting this report on the year 1964 for the 
completion of the town’s sewage disposal system makes this a memorable 
year. We have at last discontinued the practice of discharging crude 
sewage into a creek within a few yards of the railway station. This has 
eliminated nuisance from smell, and is certainly aesthetically a vast 
improvement. The regrettable consequences of lack of any flow of water 
to wash away silt and keen the haven navigable has yet to be overcome, but 


as a health committee we are not concerned with this. 


Apart from this one major achievement we have little to show for the 
year’s work in respect of environmental health work. No new council houses 
were built, and this resulted in rather slow progress in slum clearance. 
When rehousing is dependent upon reletting existing council houses it is 
not possible to predict how long a wait is involved and some houses subject 
to orders remained tenanted at the end of the year. There was a slight 
increase in the number of houses repaired in consequence of informal action, 
The total number of houses improved with the aid of either standard or 


discretionary grants was 30. 


Despite the Registrar General’s intimation that the population of the 
town declined to 6,550 (as compared with 6,610 in 1962) the town’s con- 
sumption of meat rose significantly. ‘The surrounding villages have their 
own butchers and most of the 13% increase in cattle, 8% increase in sheep 
and 23% increase in pigs slaughtered in Barton was probably sold and eaten 
within the town. Whether this indicates an improvement in nutrition due to 
increased prosperity of a smaller population, or reflects a population 
change contrary to that forecast by the Registrar General we cannot know, 
but the increased number of privately built houses erected during the year 


suggests the latter explanation. Private building more than compensated

for the council’s slum clearance activities and the number of births in 


the town exceeded the number of deaths if only by a mere 17, 


For some years the council’s housing policy of only building sufficient 
houses to cater for its native population, and only providing a few houses 
for immigrants in selected jobs, has been artificially restricting the 
town’s growth in both population and rateable value. Considerable numbers 
of people resident in neighbouring villages would like to live in Barton 
and apply for council houses. Many of them either work in Barton, or 
have members of their family working here. More extensive council house 
building combined with an increased willingness to house people who work 
in the town but lack residential qualification would ultimately facilitate 


the provision of improved social services and benefit the whole tow. 


The council understandably has wanted industry to come before encourag- 
ing population increase, and has viewed with concern the fact that many 
Barton people have to travel to Scunthorpe to work in the Steelworks. This 
situation is not however entirely due to lack of employment in the town, but 
is in part due to the fact that these “commuters” either prefer the work in 
Scunthorpe or can earn bigger wages by working there. A considerable number 
of people who live in the surrounding villages “commute” into Barton to 
work, If, by providing housing for some of these people who are applicants 
for council houses the council allowed the town to grow they would make it 
more attractive to industry. The availability of labour is a major factor 
in influencing industrialists selecting sites for their factories. As 
towns grow bigger they become more attractive to industry, their shopping 


facilities improve as does their ability to finance and provide services. 


Regrettably the vital statistics for Barton during 1964 were not 
entirely satisfactory. The birth rate and the death rate were close to the 
usual levels, and the stillbirth rate remained satisfactory. The infant 
mortality rate, however, was extremely high, and in addition there was a 
high mortality among children between the ages of 1 and 15. ‘Two children, 
both aged 6, died of malignant disease - one of Leukaemia and one of a 
Wilms tumour of the kidney. One child of 19 months died as a result of 
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congenital malformation, and another aged 18 months of gastro~enteritis. 

Of the 6 infant deaths one was due to prematurity, one to congenital mal- 
formation of the heart, one to asphyxia as a result of prolonged labour, 
one from cerebral haemorrhage due to birth tracema, one baby died of 
broncho-pneumonia, and one was certified as due to prematurity, hydramnios 
and suspected but unspecified foetal malformation, the confinement being 
complicated by placenta praevia. No post-mortem was done to ascertain 
whether this baby was malformed. All the four babies which died in the 
early neonatal period were delivered and died in hospital, but only two 

of their mothers were under the care of a consultant. This is an unfort- 
unate consequence of the lack of a proper consultant obstetric unit to 
serve our own area, At present there is a Maternity Home in Scunthorpe 
and a small Maternity Unit at Brigg providing between them a total of 58 
lying in beds and 9 are officially classed as consultant beds, but being 
remote from Scunthorpe hospital are looked after by a General Practitioner, 
while the Maternity Home at Scunthorpe is a General Practitioner hospital, 
although the consultant is able to use some of the beds, and may be called 
in to deal with particular patients by the General Practitioners, Scunthorpe 
is too far from Barton for the Barton doctors to attend their own patients 
there. Thus many have lost the advantages of care by a doctor familiar 
with their histories without gaining the alternative advantages of care by 
a consultant unit. ‘There is an urgent need for the provision of an adequate 
number of obstetric beds under the direct control of the consultant and 
where he and his registrar may attend to the more difficult cases. Although 
this is well known to the Regional Hospital Board, whose plans include the 
building of such a unit at the War Memorial Hospital, the urgency of this 
need is not appreciated and it is understood that they have deferred the 
building of this unit for a further 3 years, ‘Thus we may expect to have 
to manage with our present unsatisfactory arrangements until 1972, In 
view of the high birth rates and of population increase by migration in 
Scunthorpe Borough and Glanford Brigg District the pressure upon our 
existing obstetric facilities could become so severe that appreciable 
numbers of preventable deaths might result. Present population and birth 


rate trends suggest that by 1971 if we are to conform to the recommendation 
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of the Cranbrook Committee we shall need at least 79 lying in beds to 

cover the needs of the areas served by the Scunthorpe hospitals, and the 
present total of 58 beds will therefore be far from adequate. ‘the shortage 
of ante-natal beds may prove even more serious since without them proper 
care of mothers with toxaemia cannot be given. The present provision of 
only 5 such beds is absurd. It is hard to see how the Cranbrook Committee’s 
recommendations can be observed with less than 20 or 25 ante-natal beds. 

It is to be hoped therefore that the Regional Board may be persuaded to 
reverse their decision and bring forward the proposals to build the 94 
bedded Maternity Unit as a matter of some urgency. 


During the third quarter of the year the town experienced a very 
extensive measles epidemic. Of the 189 cases notified in the year, 163 
occurred in this quarter. This was not unexpected as the anticipated out- 
break never materialised in 1963, and so the number of susceptibles in the 
population had become unusually high. Apart from this the town’s experience 


of notifiable infectious diseases was satisfactory, 


On two occasions during the year we had reason to be grateful for the 
vigilance of the owner of the local knackers yard. He became suspicious on 
seeing the size of the spleen when opening fallen cattle, and called ina 
veterinary surgeon, On both occasions the diagnosis of Anthrax was confirmed, 
and appropriate precautions, including the burning of all carcases on the 
premises which could have become contaminated, were taken. It is undesirable 
that animals which die of anthrax should be opened, for on exposure to the 
air the germs form spores which are so resistent that they can withstand 
chemical disinfectants and boiling, and can remain alive and a potential 
danger for 20 or more years. But for the keen observation of the owner of 
the yard infected material could have been widely disseminated. In other 
parts of the country where infected meat was used to feed pets and animals 


in zoos, a great many animals died of anthrax, 


These incidents illustrate a danger to the health of workers in 
knackers yards. It is wnfortunate that the vaccine which has been used 


with success to protect wool textile workers in the U.S.A. is not at present 
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available in England. If and when it becomes available it would be useful 
to offer it to those whose work involves disposing of “fallen” animals. 
Fortunately, cutaneous anthrax is the form most likely to occur in man, 
and this responds well to penicillin. Consequently the risk to life from 
this disease is now much lower than it used to be, 


The routine environmental services to the town continued to run 
satisfactorily. The appointment of a pupil Public Health Inspector proved 
to be to the mutual advantage of both council and pupil. Refuse disposal, 
water sampling, and supervision of the food shops, etc. were all maintained 
at the previous levels. It is disappointing that in a town where standards 
of environmental control are relatively good, and where general practitioner 
services are so well organised, we should have had such unsatisfactory 
experience of infant and child mortality. Plainly we still have much to 


learn before this situation can be corrected.

The principal industries are the manufacture of bicycles, ropes, 
chemicals, bricks, tiles and malt. There is also a shipyard, an instrument 
making firm and a number of smaller undertakings. A number of residents in 
the town work at a cement works just outside the district, and some travel 
to Scunthorpe to work in the steel industry. 


HEALTH SERVICES 
General Practitioner Service 


The town and surrounding villages are served by a group practice of 
five doctors who have built a modern suite of surgeries in the centre of 
Barton. This unit contains a "casualty” room, four consulting rooms, two 
examination rooms, a dispensary and an office, in addition to a spacious 
waiting room. 


Hospital Services 


There is no hospital in the town, Patients requiring hospital treat- 
ment have to travel either to Scunthorpe or Grimsby to general hospitals 
or infectious disease hospitals. Maternity beds and geriatric beds are 
provided at Scunthorpe, Grimsby, Brigg and Immingham. The nearest mental 
hospital is situated just outside Lincoln, Mental deficiency institutions 
are provided at Harmston Hall and Caistor, 


local Authority Health Services 


A midwife/home nursing service is provided by the Lindsey County 
Council. Two health visitor/school nurses who cover the town are based at 
the Clinic, 50, Holydyke. Infant Welfare and School Minor Ailment Clinics 
are held at the clinic each week. 


Ante-natal clinics, and Ophthalmic clinics for school children, are 
also held twice monthly at the County Council clinic by consultants from 
the Hospital service.

During 1964, 53 houses were made fit for human habitation by 
formal or informal action. Applications for 80 improvement grants 
totalling £2,898 were approved, maintaining the higher rate of 
applications set in the previous year. Twenty three houses were made 
subject to demolition or closing orders but only 6 families had been 
re-housed by the Council at the year end, once again emphasising the 
need for a continuous building programme to eliminate the lengthy 
period which usually has to elapse before families can be moved from 
condemned houses. 


All food premises and factories in the district were again 
visited and 65 defects were remedied by informal action. ‘The Offices, 
Shops and Railway Premises Act came into operation during the year and 
after completing all the formalities of registration of premises, 36 of 
the 78 shops or offices had been inspected by the end of the year. 
Contraventions of the Act were found in almost every case and informal 
notices were sent to the owners or occupiers concerned. A 100% meat 
inspection service was again maintained and, for the third successive 
year, an increased kill of approximately 16% was recorded adding 
considerably to the time spent each week on these duties which involved 
406 visits to slaughterhouses. 


For the sixth year in succession the refuse collection system 
operated without interruption providing a weekly collection from town 
properties and fortnightly from farms and isolated dwellings. The 
volume of refuse handled increases annually resulting in more frequent 
visits to the tip than used to be necessary but the men work extremely 
well and continue to provide a first class service to the public. 


In addition to the visits specifically mentioned in this report, 
2,362 were made for improvement grants, interviews, refuse collection 
and disposal, water sampling, infectious disease prevention, rodent 
control and miscellaneous matters. This was more than double the number 
of visits made in 1963 and was almost entirely due to the willing assistance 
given to me by Mr. F. J. French, the Pupil Public Health Inspector, in his 
first year with the Council. Mr. French has now asstmed responsibility 
for most of the routine work in the office and this has enabled me to 
spend far more time than was hitherto possible on public health work.
